Maa state depirtment now announces 
that the Competitor prisoners were — 
-gyer to General Lee last Monday and will 
be sent by him direct to New yore. 

It is not doubted here that the prisoners 
are liberated on some such conditions as 
were imposed in the case of former pris- 
oners, that is that they will not return to 
Cuba. After their bitter experience in the 
Cuban jails, it is not believed here that 
the men will be disposed to violate any 
understanding cf this kind to which they 
may be parties. It is singular that the 
men should have been for four days in 
the custody of Consul General Lee with- 
out the fact having become generally 
known, but it is supposed that secrecy was 
observed in order to insure departure from 
Havena without excitinge trouble from the 
extreme conservative Spanish faction. 

There were four priscnets, namely, Alfred 
0. Laborde, the captain ef the Competitor, 
a native of New Orleans; Wiliam Gildea, 
the mate, a naturalized citizen; Ona Mel- 
ton, who claims Kansas as his native 
state, and who went on the Competitor in 
the capacity of a newspaper correspondent; 
Charles Barnett, of Isritish birth, but who 
claimed the protection of the United States 
by virtue of his sailing on an American 
yossel. 

Txe conditions under which the Compet- 
iter was captured Apvil 2, 1896, off the 
Cuban coast while engaged in landing 
arms Tor the insurgents have been often 
described. The defense of the men was that 
they were forced into the expedition 
against their will by the insurgent party 
aboard the boat.

Reports that come to Washington are to 
the effect that the new crop of tobacco 
that will be ripe in February next is of 
excellent quality and amounts to four- 
fifths of an average crop. Buyers for for-

MUST HAVE SAFETY APPLIANCES 


Inter-State Commerce Commission 
Makes Important Ruling. 

Washington. | November 18.—The inter- 
state commerce commission desires to cor- 
rect the recently published statement that 
only the New York Central and Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroads are fully 
equipped with safety appliances. Out of 
436 roads that fe been reported to the 
commission in matters of safety appliances 
seventy-five roads. or 17.20 per cent, will be 
equipped with automatic couplers by Jan- 
uary 1, 1898. 

Out of 435 roads, sixty, or 14 per cent, will 
be equipped with train brakes by the same 
per‘od, and out of 517 roads % per cent, or 
almost all, will be provided with power 
driving wheel brakes on locomotives. 

A number of protests have been filed 
against alloWitng the roads any extension 
of time for completing the equipment of 
their rolling stock with a safety appliances, 
but what action will be taken by the or- 


| ganizations of employees and other repre-

No attempt has. en 
eAnae to pig the back of the note, which 
is a shade of brown instead of green. The 
seal is colored a bright pink. The note is 
badly printed and the lathe work is biurred 
and indistinct. 

The national bank note is on the first 
national of Joplin, Mo., series of 1882. It 
is also printed on two pieces of paper and 
the silk fiber in the genuine is imitated 
by pen and ink marks. 


Pierola Not Seriously Ill.

WEYLER REACHES CORUNNA. 


Captain General, Given an Ovation, 
Will Proceed to Barcelona. 

Corunna, Spain, November  18.—The 
Spanish steamer Montserrat, which left 
Havana on Sunday, October 3lst, with Gen- 
eral Weyler, the former captain general 
of Cuba on board and which subsequently 
touched at Gibara and at Porto Rico, ar- 
rived here unexpectedly today. 

Crowds of people flocked to the harbor 
from all parts of the city and a fleet of 
boats filled with admirers of General Wey- 
ler, started to meet the steamer and es- 
cort her to the quay. 

The commandant of Corunna had a brief 
interview wih General Weyler, simy 
conveying to him the desire of the queen 
regent and the government to receive him 
as speedily as possible at Madrid. 

General Weyier did not go on shore. He 
bas decided to-.remain on the Montserrat 
until she reaches Barcelona, for which 
port she will sail, direct at 6 o’clock tomor- 
row morning. f

No. 2 is a fast through train from the 
south. Between Williford and Hardy the 
Memphis tracks parallel the Spring river, 
a little stream running out of Mammoth 
Sprngs. The train was composed of the 
engine, mail and express car, baggage car, 
combination coach, chair ear and sleeper. 
The combination car has a partition in 
the middie, one end being used as a smoker 
and the other end for colored passengers. 

When near Williford, the engineer felt 
the train leap forward and found that it 
had parted between the two day coaches. 
The last three cars bumped over the ties, 
the chair car and sleeper turning over 
on thetr sides and the combination car 
finally going into the river: The engineer 
backed up the front part of the train and 
the work of rescue was immediately begun. 
The terror of the passengers who had gone 
down into the stream w.th the combina- 
tion car was heightened by cries of alarm 
from the chair car and sleeper, both of 
which soon took fire. The intense dark- 
ness added to the confusion and it was 
some time before an organized effort at 
rescue was put into effect by the train 
crew and those of the passengers who had 
been abie to extricate themselves without 
ad. The passengers in the burning cars 
were luckily rescued before the fire had 
reached its height, and but few in those 
cars were injured. : 

wuckily not a person was drowned and 
it was not long before all had been ac- 
counted for. A telegram to Thayer, Mo., 
twenty-nine miles distant, brought a relief 
train in an hour or so, and the injured were 
taken to that city and placed in a hos- 
pital. 

Shortly before noon today Chief Surgeon 
Pettijohn, of the Memphis road, and Claim 
Agent Crater left Kansas City for Thayer 
and will bring the injured to this city. 

The cause of the accident has not been 
ascertained, but it is thought some portion 
of the forward truck of the smoker gave 
way. This will not be known positively 
until the wreck which is in the river has 
been recovered. The train crew escaped 
injury. 

The wreck is the first one of a serious 
nature in the h.story of the Memphis road, 
and if Mr. Hoover dies he will, according 
to the statement of General Passenger 
Agent J. E. Lockwood, be the first pas- 
senger ever killed while riding on a train 
on that road. _ 


TO ENJOIN COLLECTION OF TAZ. 


Attorneys for Roads Will Fight Ccn- 
stitutionality of Assessment. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Wovember 18,— 
Chairman Thompson, of the state rallroad 
commission, in an interview here today, 
stated that the attorneys of railroads in 
this state will at once file a bill attacking 
the constitutionality of the state assess- 
ment of railroads recently made. 

Under this assessment the valuation of 
railroads in the state was increased $30,000,- 
000, thus increasing state and county taxes 
about $500,900. : 

The railroads will also attempt to enjoin 
the collection of this tax on the ground 
that the assessment is burdensome and was 
illegally made. 


THE CHINESE NOT DISTRESSED. 


Say Russia, Germany and France Are 
Preparing To Attack Japan. 
London, November 19.—According to a 
special dispatch from Shangha!t Admiral von 
Diederich. commander of the German 
cruiser Division, before landing marines at 
Kiao-Chau, on Monday morning, notified 
the British. French and Russan admirals 
of his intention. and it is said the Russian 

admiral expressed approval. 

The Chinese do not appear to be dis- 
tressed over the matter, declaring that 
Russia, Germany and France are paring 
to attack Japan and well use iao-Chau 
bay as a naval base.

ON INDIANS AND PENSIONS 


Two Hundred Thousand Claims Are 
Now Awaiting Adjudication. 


THE ROLL WILL B? SWELLED $7,000,000

Cabinet Member Shows the Condition 
of the Red Man.and What He 
Should Have. 


Washington, November 18.—Secretary of 
the Interior Bliss, in bis annual report 
made public tonight, submits estimates 
aggregating $156,532,419 for appropriation 
by congress for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1899. 

Discussing pensions he says 200,000 pen- 
sion claims are awaiting adjudication and 
it is estimated that 40 or 50 per 
these will be finally admitted. If they are 
rapidly adjudicated. they will swell the 
pension roll from $5,000,000 “to $7,000,000. 
When, however, these claims are adjudi- 
cated and first payments made thereon, 
the amount of the pension roll will decrease 
very rapidly, possibly to $125,000,000 or $130,- 
000,000 the first year." 

The total Indian population of the United 
States exclusive of the New York Indians 
and the five civilized#tribes, approximates 
177,178, located on 177 reservations, which 
contain approximately 33,404,837 acres. Of 
these, 4,45 have accepted allotments of 
land which aggregate 644,147 acres, Secreta- 
ry Bliss says while the opening of the 
Wichita reservation in Ok!ahoma to white 
settlement would greatly promote the de- 
velopment of that country, yet, in view 
of the unsettled.condition of the questions 
affecting their rights, until there is further 
legislation he does not see how it can be 
done without causing’ great injury and dis- 
tress. To guard against this recommenda- 
tion is made that the Dawes commission 
be authorized to investigate questions as 
to their rights and claims and report rec- 
ommendations from speedy’ and just eettle- 
ment. ? 

Referring to the work of the Dawes com- 
mission, it is announced that the investi- 
gation of the rights of applicants for citi- 
zenship in the five naticns hds been prac- 
tically completed; the commissign has been 
preparing the rolls Gf Citizenship of the 
several tribes and has negotiated three 
agreements. 

The secretary says the five tribes have 
undoubtedly violated in many ways the 
spirit of their agreeménts with the 
United States under which the territory is 
now held and governed, and while he does 
not recommend harsh action the secretary 
calls the attention of the president ard 
congress to the chaotic .condition of af- 
fairs of the territery’ g@rewing out of the 


several tribes’ methods Gf administration. — 


From 200,000 to.250000 whites, by permis- 
sion of the Indian gevernment have settled 
in the territory, but are merely tenants 
by sufferance. No gevernment for the In- 
dian territory will be satisfactory until 
congress shall. provide fer the estabiish- 
ment of a single uniform system for the 
entire Indian territory that shall place all 
its inhabitants in possession of the rights 
of American citizens. 

Recommendaton is made that the period 
for the allotment of lands to the UWncom- 
pahgre Indians be extended such time be- 
yond April 1, 1898, as congress shall deem 
best. If the sales of the Colorado lands 
cannot immediately yield sufficient money 
for reimbursement of the Untahas, the gov- 
ernment to advance the sum and await the 
sale of the lands,for its reimbursement. 
The sum of $1,216,886 is now in the treasury 
to the credit of the Utes fund, resulting 
from the sale of the Colorado lands and 


; in addition there must yet be realized from 


the sales over $500,000 to reimburse the gov- 
ernment their expenses, etc., of the remov- 
al and the $1,250,000 set aside from the pub- 
lic moneys as a trust fund, 

Such legislation as will enable the people 
of the United States to reap the benefit of 
the valuable and useful mineral deposits in 
recommended. 

Spey ection in securing proper legisla. 
tion for the ccming twelfth census is urg- 
ed; the lack of sufficient time in the past 
two or three enumerations is complained 
of, and the necessity of many refyurms in 
the way of lessening the bulk of reports 
and the elimination of several branches of 
inquiries from the twelfth census either by 
postponement or transfer to bureaus al- 
ready in existence is urged. 

It is anticipated that before the close of 
the fleld season the geological survey will 
have gathered sufficient data as to the set- 
tled areas of the reserves embraced in the 
executive forestry orders to enable the 
department to form an opinfon as to popu- 
lation and improvements included within 
the reserves and the distribution of the 
forest and agricultural lands. 

Concerming Alaska, Secretary Bliss says 
existing conditions demand a radica] change 
in the laws relating thereto and he recom- 
mends that the public land laws be extend- 
ed to the district.; that additional land of- 
fices be created and appropriations are to 
carry them into effect; that the granting 
of rights of way for railroad, telegraph 
and telephone lines and the construction of 
roads and trails be specifically authorized; 
that provision be made for the incorpora- 
tion of funicipalities providing for the 
holding of elections, defining qualifications 
for voting, and giving such powers as are 
urged and exercised by municipalities else- 
where; that the legal and political status 
of the native population which is in doubt 
be defined; that citizenship be extended to 
the Metlakahtla Indians who emigrated 
from British Colombia and, under author- 
ity of an act of congress approved March 
3, 1891, now occupy Annette island: that 
complete territorial government bé author- 
ized and established, and that representa- 
tion in congress be granted,

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DREYFUS VICTIM OF | 
BOLD CONSPIRACY 


Lieutenant’s Friegds ‘Declare It Was a 
Blackmailing Scheme. 


THE CASE MAY BE REOPENED 


Exile Asserts He Is Suffering for the 
Crimes of Another. 


SAYS CEMINDS WER: MADE FOR MONEY 


The French Officer May Again Have 
a Chance To Prove That He Is 
Innocent. 


Paris, November 18.—The allegation that 
Alfred Dreyfus, the former captain of 
French artillery, was falsely accused and 
convicted by a courimartial of selling 
French military plans to the agents of a 
foreign government continues to be widely 
discussed in Paris and throughout France. 

From a person who is in the counsels of 
the family, the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press here learns that their prescn- 
tation of the prisoner’s case to the French 
government revea!s a thrilling romance in 
which figures the gang of so-called ‘“‘jour- 
nalists’”” and stock jobbers who beset the 
late Max Lebaudy, the millionaire con- 
seript. 

It is claimed that the documents Dreyfus 
was charged with selling to Germany were 
never really sold to the agents of that 
country, but were prepared in: imitation 
of Dreyfus’s handwriting to blackmail him, 
his wife being a wealthy woman and he 
himself being in good circumstances. The 
plot, it would further seem, was conceived 
in 1893, when the wave of jewbaiting swept 
over Europe. Dreyfus is of Hebrew ex- 
traction and these jackals of Parisian so- 
ciety, casting about for funds, determined 
to “‘bleed this weathy Jew.’ A beautiful 
adventuress, whose house was the resort of 
a number of French officers and foreign 
diplomats, is said to have acted as the 
go-between in these shady transactions. 

By invitation, Dreyfus was a frequent 
visitor to her house. In due course of 
time, the plan for the mobilization of the 
French army, which had been drawn up 
in a handwriting which cleverly imicated 
that of Dreyfus, was produced and money 
was demanded for its surrender. 

Dreyfus, however, it is said, refused to 
pay the sum demanded, knowing that pur- 
chase of the document would be an admis- 
sion of his guilt and would furnish ground 
for future extortion, and being aware that 
the fact that he had been intimate with 
this woman, who was a party to the plot, 
would be considered part of the strongest 
evidence of his guilt. 

Continuing, the friend of Dreyfus’s fami- 
ly explains that the- newspapers attaches 
who are concerned in the plot have con- 
stantly maintained a warfare against 
Dreyfus, even up to the present time, and 
that: in consequence the prisoner’s wife 
and family are obliged to keep secluded. 
Attempts have constantly been made. it 
is alleged, to extort admissions from them 


to be used against Dreyfus, and it is also 
said “that “advances have been 
Madame Dreyfus, wife of the prisoner, in

to cease all opposition to his’ release “for 
a consideration.’’ 

Finally, it 1s sai@ that the plan for the 
mobilization of the French army, which 
Dreyfus is said to have sold to the agents 
of a foreign government, was a compara- 
tively unimportant document, the features 
of which were in the possession of all the 
foreign governments, and was easily fabri- 
cated by experts. 

Le Soir says that the absence of M. 
Scheurer-Kestner, who has forced the gov- 
ernment to reopen the case, from today’s 
meeting of the senate is the subject of 
general comment. 

A report is prevalent that he was sum- 
moned this morning by M. Faure, who said 
to him: 

““‘The documents in the Dreyfus case have 
been brought to my notice. I give you my 
word of honor that they contain irrefuta- 
ble proofs of guilt. I beg you, therefore, 
to cease this campaign, by which you are 
compromising the republic and yourself 
to no purpose.” 

M. Scheurer-Kestner’s friends. however, 
deny this story.

THREE THOUSAND SHEEP BURN. 


Prairie Fire Ten Miles Wi’e Sweeps 
Through Texas Counties. 
Emma, Tex., November 18.—A_ terrific 
prairie fire passed through Lubbock, Hale 
ann Crosby counties Tuesday, doing great 

damage to the ranges. 

It boriginated east of Crosby county, 
burned eastward through Crosby before a 
severe west wind, until it reached a point 
north of Emma, when a norther arose, 
bringing the fire south In its awful fury. 

The flames came leaping, making a fire 
ten miles wide and travelipg at lightning 
speed. At least 400 square miles of terri- 
tory were burned. Cattle suffered and 
many were burned to death. 

North of Emma, three thousand sheep 
were burned in one flock and many farm- 
ers lost their winter feed, fire burning it 
in the stacks.

When 1 reached my majority I re- 
solved to serve General Diaz with loyalty, 
though in inferior posts. While I was still 
young and with a salary of only $0 «a 
month, I had charge of private corre- 
spondence of Don Manuel Dubian. After- 
wards I was elected deputy and still later 
the president sent me to occupy the chief 
position of authority in my native village 
at a time of religious movement without 
parallel in the history of our country, and 
every one knows what success I acquitted.

School Census This Year. 

A bill providing ‘for a school census 
this year was passed by the house. The 
bill. which is of a most important na- 
ture at this time and in tha face of pres- 
ent conditions, was introduced by Mr. 
Hitch, of Brooks. The bill in its provisions 
is simple and short. It provides that the 
county and city boards of education shall 
in the year 1897 and every ten years there- 
after take a census to determine the school 
population; that in the year 1902 the state 
educational authorities shall make an <sti- 
mate from the census of the United States 
‘authorities to find if an another census is 
,made necessary in any county by reg%son 
of a large increase in the school popula- 
‘tion. 


Some Counties Suffer. 

The purpose of the bill is to correct cer- 
tain hurtful condit'ons that now exist in 
regard to the apportionments of the school 
funds of the state. The evil which 
the bill will stop is the unjustness of zp- 
portioning the school money on the basis 
of the last school census. Since the school 
ce.isus was taken in 1893 there has been a 
véry material increase in the school popu- 
lation of several counties, in some to the 
extent of 33 1-3 per cent of the popula- 
tion as shown by the census of 1893.

The old law which is amended by Mr.

The Penalty Bill. 


The house disagreed to the report of the 
committee on the bill of Mr. McLarty, 
of Douglas, providing for a penalty of 
$100 for all telegraph companies that delay 
the transmission of a message or lose a 
telegram.

Two Hours a Day. 

The resolution by Mr, West, of Lowndes, 
providing that the house dévote only two 
hours a day for the cons:deration of the 
convict question, was. passed,. The object 
of thig resolution is to prevent the absolute 
stoppege of all other business during the 
consideration of the convict measures. The 
resolution as passed gives two hours to 
the convict question and two hours 2 day 
for other business. 

State Buys Books. 

The house now went into the commit- 
tee of the whole to consider the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, which 
provided for the purchase of as many 
copies of the “Georgia Forms and Prac- 
tice” as might be needed to give one to 
each justice of the peace and othe” officers 
in the state who might need one of the 
books. The book was prepared by J. H. 
Blount, Js, of Bibb county. Mr. Boifeuil- 
let’s resolution provided that on state 
hould pay $4 each for the books. 

: The canmition has been amended by the 
committee so as to reduce the price of the 
books to $1.25. This was adopted. 


Mr. Edwards’s Strange Idea. 

Mr. Edwards, of Haralson, offered an 
amendment to compel Mr. Biount to sell 
the books to the public at the same price 
as paid by the state. The amendment 
provided that the governor be authorized 
to not draw his: order for the number of 
copies of the book needed until the author 
had signed a contract to sell the book to the 
public at large at exactly the same price 
as the state would pay... . 

Mr. Edwards explained that he had seen 
a circular which had offered the books in 
question to the public at $4. He thought 
it unjust to the pudiic to charge $4 for a 
book that had been sold to the state for 
$1.25. The author should be made to sell 
the books to the public at $1.20. 

The Amendment Dies. 

This proscription did not take with the 
members of the house. It was opposed by 
nearly every member who spoke. Mr. Fo- 
garty, of Richmond, said that the state 
should have the form books for the use of 
the justices of the peace and that the state 
should not interfere with ‘the price to the 
public placed upon the book by the author; 
that as the state was to take 4,000 copies of 
the book the author could very well afford 
to sell them more cheaply to the state. 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, said the state 
had no right to prescribe the price of any 
private property. 

Mr. Stone, of Walton, said that the state 
might just as well try to name the price 
of coal for the coal dealers of Atlanta; 
that the state had no right to place a price 
upon any commodity and that the only 
question before the house was whether or 
not the state needed the books. 

Mr. Edwards’s amendment was almost 
unanimously killed. The committee of the 
whole then reported the resolution back to 
the house with the recommendation that 
the same do passa. 

Mr. Edwards again offered an amend- 
ment providing that the governor be au- 
thorized not to draw his order for the books 
until the author signs an agreement to sell 
the books to the public at.a price not ex- 
ceeding $2.25. This amendment was smaSsh- 
ed almost unanimously, and the resolution 
was then passed. Four thousand books 
will be bought by the s ate. 


The Stone Mountain Fight. 


After a spirited fight of an hour the con- 
sideration of the bill to change the county 
site of DeKalb county was defeated, but 
in the sharp clash the strength of Stone 
Mountain faction was shown to be far 


| greater than that of the Decatur crowd. 


The postponement of the consideration 
of the bill did not mean that Stone Moun- 
tain was not strohg enough, but on the 


-contracy it showed that Stone Mountain 
‘has won the county site and will get the 


requisite number of votes when the ques- 
tion comes up for final settlement in the 
general assembly. . 
The Struggle Begins. 
At 11:20 the house took up the convict 
question, but no sooner had the speaker 
announced the fact that Mr. Thomas, of 


Ware, a friend to the Stone Mountain side, . 


sprang up and moved to displace the regu- 
lar order of business and take up the bill 
to change the county site of DeKalb coun- 
ty from Decatur to Stone Mountain. -This 
Started the battle that lasted for an hour, 
before Stone Mountain acknowledged her 
sheer inability to carry the struggle any 
further. But in that hour the Stone Moun- 
tain people accomplished one great point. 
That was to develop her exact strength. 
This was proved to be greater than was 
required. Then the Stone Mountain people 
Managed to keep off the consideration of 
the convict question for one hour. 

When Mr. Thomas moved for the dis- 
placement of the regular order of business, 
Mr. Hall, of Coweta, who is anxious for 


_the early disposal of the convict question, 


arose and objected to putting aside the reg- 
ular order. “He insisted that the house 
should stick to the convict question until 
it was settled. 

After a lively debate the ayes and nayes 
were called and the motion was lost by 
a vote of 102 to 38. This vote showed tho 
Strength of the Stone Mountain crowd. 
While they received 102 votes, it was not 
encugh to carry the motion, as three- 
fourths is required to displace the regular 
order. Nearly three-fourths were secured 
and over two-thirds vere in faver of Stone 
Mountain. On the final vote two-thirds 
will be all that is required to change the 
seat to Stone Mountain. 

Mr. Hall next moved that the house £0 
into the committee of the whole to con- 
sider the cunvict question.

Mr. Themas, of Ware, was determined 
to have the courthouse matter settled then 
and there. No sooner had the house gone 
In‘o a committee of the whole than he 
moved that the committee rise. report 
progress and ask the leave of the houge 
to sit again. This action required but a 
majority of those voting and Mr. Thomas 
worked a smocth parliamentary trick to 
perfection. He knew that to displace the 
regular order he would have to have 
three-fourths, but to defer the action on 
the convict matter would take but a ma- 
jority. 

His motion was carried by a majority 
vote and the committee reported back to 
the house. The house then found itself in 
exactly the same place as the: starting 
point. The body was no nearer the con- 
s’deration of the convict question than be- 
fore and the only difference was that Stone 
Mountain was pulling straight ahead ‘to- 
ward victory. 


For Immediate Consideration. 


Mr. Hall, of Coweta, made a very smooth, 
logical and convincing.argument for the 
immediate consideration of the convict b‘ll.

Mr. Ware sprung his first motion on the

(Mr. Charters ruled that the resolution

scribed. 

Mr. Fogarty voted against the joint com- 
mittee bill and said that it was a. bill 
that could not work out. He said that 
it meant the perpetuation of the present 
lease system. Mr. Fogarty was asked what 
he thought was the proper solution of the 
convict question. 

Mr. Fogarty said that he had formulated 
in his bill what he thought was the proper 
solution. Mr. West, of Lowndes, asked Mr. 
Fogarty if Georgia had not tried a central 
penitentiary and made an ignominious 
failure. 

Mr, Fogarty said that he was not as old 
as ‘Mr. West, and that he did not remem- 
ber that such had ever occurred. 

Mr. Usher Thomason, of Madison, said he 
Was opposed to a system that would place 
upon Georgia a terrestrial hell; that would 
place a premium upon vice, a tax upon 
virtue, all to. satisfy a maudlin sentiment. 
He was opposed to Mr. Fogarty’s bill, or 
any bill which favored a central peniten- 
tiary. He read statistics to prove that the 
states that have central penitentiaries have 
much more trouble and are at far greater 
eost in keeping the convicts than in Geor- 
gia. , 

After some debate the question of con- 
sidering the bill by sections or by whole 
again came up. 

The speaker ruled that to consider the 
bill as a whole the house would have to 
authorize the committee of the whole 
to consider the bill as a whole. 

Mr. Fogarty moved to rise and report 
progress with the request that the house 
authorize the committee of the whole to 
take up the bill as a whole. This motion 
was lost. 

The hour of adjournment having arrived, 
the committee arose and reported progress. 
The house then adjourned. 

To Repair Capitol. 

Mr. Whitaker, of Heard, offered a resolu- 
tion providing for an appropriation of 
$2,000 to pay for certain repairs to the capi- 
tol. One of these repairs is to the tin roof- 
ing, which is leaking so badly as to render 
recovering necessary for the preservation 
of the capitol. 

The special investigating committee from 
the senate and house that investigated 
the management of the state agricultural 
college, has at last agreed to’ very widely 
disagree. 

The committee, after repeated efforts, 
found that it was impwssible to harmo- 
nize or agree upon a unanimous report. 
The two reports will probably be made 
today. It is understood that the roast for 
the university trustees will be the minority 
report.

MORGAN BACK FROM HONOLULU. 


Alabama Senator Favors Annexation 
of Hawaii Stronger Than Ever. 

Washington, November 18.—Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, member of the committee 
on foreign relations, hus reached here on 
his return from Honolulu, where he went 
to post himself on the annexation questioh. 
For the first time, he submitted himself 
today to an interview on the result of 
his trip, and said: , 

“My conclusions, based on my observa- 
tions, are only a full confirmation of what 
I had previously bel:eved, that it is our 
national duty, and will be in every way 
advantageous to all concerned, to annex 
Hawaii to this q@puntry. I have studied the 
questions from the most authentic and 
reliable sources. The establishment of an 
outpost of the United States within the 
tropics and 2,200 miles from our coast chal- 
lenges the inquiry whether such action 
is necessary to our national welfare. Our 
northwestern possessions on the Pacific 
along the Aleutian Archipelago, are ovér 
1,000 miles west of Honolulu. This giv 
us control of practically the entire Ameri- 
can coast of the north Pacific. The inter- 
vention of the British possessions from 
the straits of Fuca to the northern boun- 
dary of Alaska creates a powerful reason 
for our occupation of Hawaii. Without 
imputing to Great Britain any other mo- 
tive tham to extend her national policy 
of commercial conquest, it seems very ob- 
vious that if she should acquire dominion 
of Hawaii and open and fortify Pearl har- 
bor, her military fortress at Esquimalt, 
on the island of Vancouver, co-operating 
without, would cut our coast line in two 
and would leave us incumbared with a 
mass of territory in Alaska, whose defenses 
would be almost impossible, and the endr- 
mous advantage of which would be lost 
to us. The Vancouver coal fields would 
give the Brftish navy almost irresistible 
advantages in war and virtual dominion 
of commerce in time of ace. 

‘Beginning with Key West, we have an- 
nexed the entire gulf coast to the Rio 
Grande by purchase of territory; and ex- 
tending up the Rio Grande across the con- 
tinent to the Pacific, we have annexed all 
the territory lying to the north of that 
ine and have annexed the entire Pacific 
coast except the frontage of six hundred 
miles conceded to Great Britain. This 
rapid and vast expansion has contributed 
much to civilization and in none of the 
transactions have we cause fér regret. 
I have no fears of any such expansion, es- 

cially as to possessions in the Paci 
+ those islands that constitute a part @f 
the geographical and commercial system 
of the North American continent. There 
would not be the slightest difficulty in the 
character, condition or wish of the 31,000 
native people of Hawaii. They are far 
better adapted to American citizenship 
than many millions of those whom we have 
welcomed here from southern Europe and 
better adapted than the Indians, Mexicans 
and pative Alaskans.

With this Professor Hunnicutt pulled out 
the two messages, both of which were re- 
ceived the same night.

“Board meets in governor's office at 9 
o'clock Wednesday morning.”’ 

The other telegram read: “Matter will be 
postponed to give you time. Nothing said 
at all.” Both of these messages were 
signed by the chancellor. | 

“Now,” resumed Professor Hunnicutt, 
“TI have asked for no time to make my 
showing before the trustees. Why does he 
say that the matter was postponed to give 
me time? It all came about th.s way: One 
night I came in from the agricultural col- 
jege farm at Athens and found a_ letter 
from Dr. Boggs, telling me that he was 
going to ask the trustees at the meeting 
to be held in the immediate future to oust 
me from the chair of agriculture at the 
state university. Since the, matter has 
been made such a public affair, I will al- 
jow you to print Dr. Boggs’s letter making 
ths extraordinary anmuouncement to me. 
Here it is: 

“Professor James B. Hunnicutt, Athens, 
Ga.—Dear Protessor: Having credibie 1n-

SMALLPOX SCARE IN GRIFFIN.

Eruptive Disease Shows Up and There 
Is Alarm. 


Griffin, Ga., November 18.—(Special.)— 
Griffin awoke this morning to, find itself 
in the midst of another smallpox scare, but 
the last one proved to be groundless, 80 
also this one is likely to peter out and be- 
come nothing more serious than an epl- 
demic of chicken pox. The doctors disagree 
as to what the disease really is and conse- 
quently the people are at a loss to know 
whether it is smallpox or not. All the 
same, yellow flags have been raised and 
a guard stationed. around the infected 
premises and every precaution taken to 
prevent the spread of disease. 

Some days ago.a negro who came here 
from Atlanta was employed in the oil 
mill. After working a few days he quit on 
account of sickness. Later Mr. Sol Futral, 
who is also employed at the oil mill, was 
taken sick and had to stop work. He 
called in Dr. J. M. Kelly and in a few 
days was back at his work. 

On last Saturday Dr. Keily went to bed. 
Yesterday he had a eruption which his 
physician immediately pronounced small- 
pox. Mayor Davis was oun and he 
requested thee city physician, ae eee 
Collier. and Dr. N. B. Drewry, to look 
into the matter, which they did, and re- 
ported that Dr. Kelly had chicken pox. In 
the meantime several other physicians had 
seen the case, some contending that it was 
smallpox, while. others held that it was 
not. As the doctors could not agree Mayor 
Davis decided to take proper precautions 
to prevent the spread of the disease and 
so ordered all infected premises under a 
strict quarantine. 

This morning another case, that of a 
negro woman living in the outskirts of the 
city, was reported. Dr. Collier went out 
and reported that it was a genuine, well- 
developed case of smallpox. This woman 
is the wife of the man who brought the 
disease here. 

Mayor Davis called a special meeting of 
the city council this: afternoon to take 
steps in the matter. but comparatively lit- 
tle was done. After hearing the report of 
the city physician a resolution was adopt- 
ed asking Dr. Frank Johnson to see and 
pass an opinion upon the cases. 

In the meantime there seems to be very 
little excitement and business is moving 
along about as usual. The general opin- 
ion seems to be that there is no real small- 
pox in Griffin. It is stated on good author- 
ity that Dr. Kelly is up and has tele- 
phoned a friend that his case is not small- 


pox.

Augusta, Ga., November 18.—(Special.)— 
Mr. William L. (Moody, who for years was 
a saiesman in the clothing department of 
the J. B. White Company, and more re- 
cently connected with I. C. Levy & Co.’s 
clothing house, committed suicide today 
by shooting himself in his right temple. 

He represented his firms on the road at 


times, and ‘Bill’ Moody, with his funny | 


story and jolly laughter, was known all 
over Carolina and a large part of Georgia. 
But it seems that his jolly temperament 
had its gloomy side, and as he was the 
meérriest man, he was also the most de- 
pressed when he had the blues. . 

On the llth of August he married Miss 
Maggie Puryear. They were boarding at 
the residence of Mrs. H. 8. Royal, on lower 
Greene street. Yesterday Mr. Moody went 
home from Levy’s store about 4 o’clock, 
saying he was not feeling well. This morn- 
ing he was not at the store, and it was 
Supposed that he did not feel well enough to 
come. Shortly after 9 o’clock Mr. Levy was 
telephoned that Mr. Moody had shot him- 
self. When Moody was found, after the 
shooting, he was unconscious and past hope 
of recovery. The doctors found that but 
one shot had been fired, and that it had 
taken effect in the right temple, ranging 
downward’ a little and crashing through the 
Skull completely. The ball went through his 
head and lodged in the skin on the left 
side. 

“It is the worst break up I have ever 
seen,’ said Dr. Morgan. “The encasement 
of the brain and skull is broken up like 
an egg shell would break.” 

‘Moody lingered until 5 o’clock this even- 
ing before he died. There was not a line 
of explanation written to anybody, but 
it seems that for some cause Mrs. Moody 
had left him last night and gone to her 
parents’ home. What they quarreled about, 
or why she left her husband and went 
home is a secret that Mrs. Moody has not 
divulged. e 

After spending the night at her mother’s, 
she retumed this morning for her trunk, 
and ‘Moody was in their room. This part 
of the transaction ts thus related by Sylla 
Jones, Mrs. Royal’s cook, who says: ‘‘Mrs. 
Moody left yesterday evening, seemingly 
ell right, to go to her home. She dia not 
return. This morning a. little before the 
shooting, she returned with a drayman to 
get her things. I went in with Mrs. Moody. 
Mr. ‘Moody had a pistol in his hand, and 
said to Mrs. Moody to get out, that he 
was going to shoot.”’ 

She and Mrs. Moody went out, and Mrs. 
Moody said that there was nothing but 
powder in the pistol. She heard the pistol 
fire. Mrs. Moody would not go back. but 
went home immediately. A drayman got 
the trunk and carried it off. She and Mrs. 
Royal returned to the room, saw that Mr. 
Moody was shot and reported if. 

When they entered the room they.found 
Mr. Moody half way sitting on the bed, 
with blood flowing trom his temple, and 
with a pistol grasped tightly in his hand.

Trouble Brunswick Is in on Account 
of an Error. 

Brunswick, Ga., November 18.—(Special.)— 
A recent statement in this correspondence 
that Brunswick must expend about $6,000 
to repair her sewerage due to her engineers’ 
error in the estimate has caused consider- 
able discussion among tax payers. The 
facts are these: When Brunswick’s sewer- 
age was decided upon, the firm of Waring, 
Chapman & Farquar was employed by the 
city to estimate on a system and its.cost. 
When the plans were submitted and bids 
received, Herbert Tate was awarded the 
contract. Farquar, as consulting. engineer, 
Stayed on the grounds as a representative 
of his firm. As engineers employed by the 
city, the report of Warirg, Chapman & 
Farquar was accepted and the amount due 
Herbert Tate for laying the system paid. 

It now develops that for some reason the 
main drain pipe is not large enough to act 
for the system. The city is compelled to 
remedy this fault by laying a new and 


larger line of piping. The expense falls on 


the city. Herbert Tate, as contractor, filled 
his position by following plans submitted 
and approved by Waring, Chapman & Far- 
quar, employed by the city as engineers.

will step in and relieve Brunswick from the 
additioral expense incurred bv their errora. 
It is suggested tonight that council appoint

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DRILL BY MUSIC 


The Fifth Infantry Is To Learn a New 
R fie Drill, 


WILL BEGIN THIS MORNING 


They Will Practice Under the Direc- 
tion of Lieutenant Butts. 


HAS TAUGHT THIS DRILL AT OTHER POSTS 


Is Said To Be an Exceedingly Pretty 
One and the Movements Are to 
the Time of Music. 


Tne soldiers at Fort McPherson will this 
morning begin the practice of a rifle drill, 
the movements of which will be gone 
through to the time of music played by the 
Fifth United States Regiment band. 

The drill is one that has been learned in 
several parts of the United States by the 
government troops, and this will be the 
first time it has been seen in Atlanta. 

Lieutenant Butts, who was recently 
transferred to the Fifth regiment, will have 
charge of the practice, and will put the 
troops through. He has gained quite a 
reputation as a drill master in this par- 
ticular drill, and has trained troops until 
they were perfect in it. 

Every morning for some time to come 
Lieutenant Butts will drill the troops at 
the barracks in the rifle drill to music, and 
a portion of the time given to the regular 
morning drill will be used for this practice. 

This morning the first of these practices 
will be had, and the soldiers will be initia- 
ted into the first principles of drilling by 
music. On account of the fact that they 
have had no special training in this par- 
ticular drill, the work at iirst will neces- 
sarily not be nearly so good as it will after 
a few months of training. 

It is expected that in a very short time 
the soldiers will be able to- go through the 
music drill in a perfect -manner. ‘Then 


they will use this drill at various times, ! 


and the public will be treated to one of the 
prettiest sights to be seen. : 

The drill is said to be one of the prettiest 
imaginable, and the-movement of the sol- 
diers keeping perfect time to the music 
makes a much prettier dr:ll than one with- 
out the music. 

The music used in the drill is pretty and 
selected, and is arranged so that the move- 
ments of the soldiers are in perfect .ac- 
cord with it. 

The practice for the music drill will not 
interfere with thé morning drills of the 
soldiers, as only portion of the time will 
be devoted to e practice. In about two 
months the men will have learned the drill 
so well that they can go through witia it

The case has been sensational from the 
beginning. The arrest of the prisoner, af- 
ter a fusflade of a half day, gave it addi- 


‘ tlonal interest. It was taken up this morn- 


ing, and a jury was chosen after an ex- 


_haustton of forty-five jurors. Only six wit- 


nesses were introduced and all of them by 
the state. Four of them were eye-witnesses 
to the killing, or had heard Dampier 
threaten Parker’s life, and two testified 
to the arrest and to a case which Parker 
had against Dampier three years ago, 
and which led to the killing. 

The defendant’s statement before the 
jury was very effective, bringing tears to 
the eyes of some of the jurors, and win- 
ning much sympathy for him among the 
spectators. He began by saying that he. 
was twenty-one years old, that he was the 
son of a widowed mother who was too 
poor to give him an education; that while 
she was working to support a large family 
he associated with bad companions, and did 
many things that he ought not to have 
done, and was accused of much that he 
did not do. He wept almost continuously 
through the statement, and ended it with 
an appeal for mercy, The jury remained 
out only a few minutes and returned a 
verdict of guilty, but recommended mercy.

The South’s Iron Industry.’ 

Editor MacGowan, of The Chattanooga 
Times, is doing good work for the south 
at present in the series of articles which 
he is writing for The New York Times 
on southern development. Some two or 
three weeks ago he discussed the evolu- 
tion of our coal industry, and now he 
comes to the front with a lengthy array 
of figures showing the remarkable prog: 
ress which the south has made:in the 
manufacture of pig iron. 

Without undertaking to review the 
progress of the industry during the ante- 
bellum period, Editor MacGowan takes 
up the industry from the time of its re- 
vival in 1870 and traces it down to. the 
present’ time, The various southern 
states engaged in the manufacture of 
pig iron, according to the Chattanooga 
editor, are Alabama, Kentucky, Georgia 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia; although the 
industry is chiefly carried. on in Ala- 
bama, the two Virginias and Kentucky 

As to the extent of the south’s iron in- 
dustry in 1873, Editor MacGowan cites 
the following table:

According to the census of 1880 there 
were fewer plants in the south than in 
1873, but the capital represented by these

1873. Up to 1890 the industry had .grown 
into the vast proportions: set forth in the 
following table: .

As the above figures indicate, the 
amount of capital employed in the iron 
industry up to 1890 was nearly three 
times as much as in 1880 und nearly 
three times as much as in 1873. This 
same rate of increase applies also to the 
valuation of the output. 

In 1880 there were only a few plants 
in the south devoted to the manufac- 
ture of steel; but in 1890, according to 
Editor MacGowan’s figures, there were 
thirty-five plants in operation, employ- 
ing 8,843 hands and producing 457,458 
tons of steel. The capital represented 
by these plants aggregated $13,039,181. 
while the total output of steel was val- 
ued at $17,312,282. The amount of money 
paid out in wages reached $4,169,341. 

These figures should open the eyes of 
our northern friends to the magnificent 
possibilities of our southern soil. AS 
with iron, so with other products, There 
is absolutely no limit to be placed upon 
the resources of our mines, so rich is the 
product which they yield annually. All 
that is needed in this section is capita 
with which to develop the marvelous 
wealth of our soil; enterprise is here al- 
ready. 
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A Notable Career. 


. The recent death in Paris of Dr. 
Thomas W. Evans, the noted dental. sur- 
geon, calls attention to the marked suc- 
cess which American enterprise and 
genius have achieved beyond the seas. 

Just three-quarters of a century ago 
Dr. Evans Was born of humble paren- 
tage in Philadelphia. On reaching man- 
hood he selected dentistry as his profes- 
sion, but realizing the importance ot 
pursuing kindred studies in connéction 
with his special branch of science, he 
also took a thorough course in medicine 
as a basis for more efficient work. With- 
out expecting to locate elsewhere than 
in Philadelphia, Dr. Evans went to Paris 
in 1846 for the purpose of attending a 
professional convention in that city; but 
so impressed was the ambitious youne 
American with the opportunities which 
Paris seemed to offer at that time that 
he immediately decided to put out his 
shingle in the gay French capital. 

This decision he never had occasion 
to regret. Fortune seemed to favor 
him from the start and to shower upon 
his professional career in Paris her rich- 
est smile. Shortly after locating in his 
new home Dr. Evans, who lost no time 
in demonstrating to Parisians his supe-- 
rior skill in surgery, attracted the atten- 
tion of Emperor Napoleon III, who én- 
gaged his professional services for a de)- 
icate operation upon his teeth, As som 
of the most famous surgeons of Europe 
had failed to relieve the suffering em- 
peror, the success of Dr. Evans.in per- 
a the operation in question not 
only 
tion of all Europe but in the prince 
recompense which he received. for his 
work, constituted the foundation of his 
colossal wéalth: 


ured for him at once the recogni-_ 


vner to Paris I saw that. my 
prefession was in the mire, but I realizea 
at the same “that its pogsibilities 
‘were great; and the happiest thought of 
my life now is that I have lifted it from 
the mud and placed it on the pedestal 
where it belongs. Year er year I 
have worked faithfully, and my. best -re- 
ward is to know that dentistry is now 
honored and recognized as a profession.” 
Dr. Evans was virtually the first den- 
tal surgeon to inaugurate the practice of 
gold filling in Europe, and this fact ac- 
counts for much of his s both in 
elevating the profession and in building 
up his own fortuife. One of thé most 
romantic episodes of his life in Paris 
grows out of the part which he took 
in aiding the flight of Empress Eugenie 
in 1870 at the time of the overthrow of 
the French empire, 
Though fond of the social atmosphere 
of Paris and the marked attentions which 
crowned heads bestowed upon him, Dr. 
Evans remained steadfast in his alle- 
giance to the stars and stripes and cher- 
ished throughout his long life the ardent 
hopeof at last reposing in his native 
land. In accordance with his expressea 
wishes, his ashes will be interred in Phil- 
adelphia, and most ef his colossal for- 
tune will be distributed on this side of 
the Atlantic. As one of the products of 
his generosity and love for the profes- 
sion the city of Philadelphia is to have 
*within the next few years a dental insti- 
tution which will far surpass in resources 
and equipment any other institution of 
its kind in the United States. In this 
way the great dentist, though for fifty 
years a foreign exile; makes noble proof 
of his devotion to the land of his nativ- 
ity, : 
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Ohio’s Official Vote. 3 

In publishing the official returns of 
the recent state election in Ohio the re- 
publican newspapers of that state give 
them just as little prominence as possi- 
ble. 

There {s good reason for this effort te 
obscure the political significance of the 
official count; for while it gives the state 
to the republicans it does so at such re- 
duced figures as to make the victory in 
a large measure democratic.

In view 
of the heated campaign carried on in 
that state by Mr. Hanna himself, for the 
purpose of retaining his seat in the Unit- 
ed States senate, the old cry of “off year” 
can hardly be pleaded in this instance. 
No better evidence ‘of the discontent 
which the present administration has de- 
veloped or of the progress which demp- 
cratic principles have. made since last 
November, could possibly be furnished 
than fis found in thé official returns of 
the recent state election in Ohio. 

It seems that a few well-meaning men 
are of the opinion that the state univer- 
sity is an alien institution, or a private 
college trying to feed at the public crib. 
Where or how the idea originated no- 
body will ever know. The university is 
a state institution, was founded by the 
state, has been supported by the state, 
and in its dire¢tion: and management, 
can be controlled by the state. It is 
older than our supreme court, and is 
just as much a State institution ag the 
legislature itself. 
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We have sometimes thought that cer- 
tain sessions of the legislafure should 
be held in private. However, the legis- 
lature itself is not responsible for the 
antic statesmen who make their appear- 
ance periodically.

Editor Constitution—My honored friend, 
, . Hammond, in his speech before 
the general astembly on yesterday, made 
some passing allusions to a few paragraphs 
of iny speech delivered in the hall of the 
house of representatives on the evening of 
November 9th. He.aliudes to me and my 
rerarks in some such indefinite words as, 
“It has been said by some, etc.,”” but he 
evidently means mé. While I do not set 
up to be ‘“‘some,’’ my d.stinguished friend 
doubtless has his own reasons for. the 
use of the word and I will not complain. 
He attempts to break the force of what 
I said about the taxation of denomination- 
al colleges by the constitution of 1877 with 
an argument that may be summarized thus: 
1. The persons who were members of the 
constitutional convention of 1877 could not 
have been unfriendly to denominational col- 
leges. 2. They only followed ‘“a_ trend’ 
which was apparent in Michigan, Indiana, 
mn and some other States. 3% Mr.

i ar and other dis- 
tinguished gentlemen voted for it. 

As to the first point, men old enough 
to be members of a constitutional conven- 
ticn, it may be fairly presumed, intended 
the consequences of their acts, and espe- 
cially when they were following a ‘‘trenda” 
the results of which were already appa- 
rent in other states. This would certainly 
apply to the man or men who drew that 
section of the constitution of 1877, whereby 
was repealed the exemption law. which 
applied to every college in Georgia (not one 
or two) from 1850 to 1877. Other members 
may not have been attentive to the sec- 
tion, and since its language provided for 
partial exemption, they may have imagined 
the ante-bellum status was maintained by 
it. The section is very skillfully worded, 
and at first reading an unattentive listen- 
er or reader might easily mistake its scope 
and purpose. But the maker of it knew 
what he was doing. And he was not fol- 
lowing such a big “trend” as Colonel 
Hammond would have us suppose. all 
the property of the non-state colleges is 
exempt in Connecticut, Indiana, Maine, 
Minnesota, Louisiana, Nebraska, North 
Carolina, Oregon, Rhode Island, Vermont, 
Tennessee, Virginia and Mississippi. (See 
Dr. Blackmar’s history of federal and 
state aid to higher education in the Unit- 
ed States, page 343.) Mississippi, by the 
way, was the state represented by Mr. 
Lamar when he cast the vote (for Mr. 
Blaine’s améndment to the federal consti- 
tution—an amendment which has never 
been adopted and which bears no more 
relation to this question of exemption of 
dencminat'onal colleges from taxation in 
Georgia than ‘‘the sweet influence of the 
Pleiades’’ has to do with the flow of the 
river Nile, 

Every state in the union exempts college 
property in part from taxation except Cal- 
ifornia. And Georgia exempted all the prop- 
erty of such institutions from taxation from 
1850 until 1877, when this unsuspected sec- 
tion was put into the constitution, repeal 
ing the exemption law of 1850 and putting 
it out of the power of any legislature to 
restore such law—thus inaugurating a pol- 
icy never known before in Georzia from 
the foundation of the colony. It ‘!s idle 
to try to bolster up ths work (confessedly 
a blunder, if not something worse) by re- 
c.ting the roll of the convention, Sema 
members may have thoroughly under- 
stood the operation of that section when 
it was adopted, but many others, I doubt 
not, failed to perceive it. Some members 
did not vote for the constitution of 1877, 
one of whom was Captain James M. Pace, 
I am informed—a name my friend evidently 
calls wth peculiar satisfaction. 

But not to discuss history too far back, 
let us come to more recent times. Who hoes 
kept this section in the constitution until 
now? The present effort is not the first 
which ‘has been made to change it. I 
have letters locating the opposition to it 
hitherto, as I described !t in my speech 
before the general assembly. And ‘et us 
in this connection mark the, nature of the 
bill. It is not a measure to exempt church 
colleges from taxation, but to submit to 
the people an amendment to the constitu- 
tion authorizing the legislature to exempt 
such institutions if in its wisdom it should 
see best to do so. Why should such a 
proposition he withheld from the neople? 
Could not the people be trusted to say 
what they wanted? Couid not future leg- 
fxlatures be trusted as all former legtsila- 
tures had been trusted until the year 
12777 Why defeat such a measure, never 
allowing it to be brought to a vote in the 
house? In 1852 Bishop George F. Pierce— 
a distinguished alumnus of the Univers ty 
of Georgia—said of the opposition to ‘he 
founding of Mercer, Emory and Ogleth -pe: 
*Nor were these schemes effected without 
opposition. The friends of the state ccl- 
lege were alarmed lest these rival institu- 
tions should drain its patronage and xl en- 
ute the confidence of the country. Sec- 
tarianism, priestly intrigue, church b‘got- 
ry were dreaded and denounced.” 

With this testimony of Bishop Pierce, 
together with the fact that the Baptists 
were denied outright’ a charter for a col- 
lege in 1805, I established ante-bellum hos- 
tility. With the information from inen who 
had at former sessions of the legislature 
tried to secure the amendment of the con- 
stitution of 1877 so as to exempt church 
colleges from taxation to the effect that 
their efforts were thwarted by university 
men, I discovered post-bellum hostility. By 
the adoption (four years after the const'i- 
tution of 1877) of the “free tuit‘on’’ system 
which the board of visitors to the univer- 
sity in 1881 (the year it was adopted) said 
would make “inroads” upon the patronage 
of Mercer and Emory I showed another 
post-bellum act of hostility. By all these 
facts I am amply justified in saying the 
section of the const’tution of 1877 taxing 
colleges was and is one of a series of acta 
of aggression upon denominational colleges. 
A persistent and uniform purpose outcro>- 
ping at many points through a long tre- 
ries of years must have a uniform force 
behind it to account for it. Such things 
do not occur by acc'dent. 

But we have come to a point now that 
will exclude all doubt as to whether the 
university forces propose to deal in fair- 
ness and friendship by the other colleg:s 
in Georgia—colleges which educate more 
students than the university, at no cost to 
the state, and which educate their stu- 
dents just as well as the university edu- 
cates hers. Will the univers _ty forces fol- 
low the lead of the chancellor and help to 
pass this bill for the exemption of church 
colleges from taxation? will they 
stand by the chancellor’s views 
that the free tuition system should be re- 
pealed since the university is not sn unin- 
viting a school that it is wnable to hold its 
own among the other colleges of Georgia 
without cffering a premium of free tuition? 
Will they repeal a law which might seem 
to imply a refiection upon the quantity of 
their alma mater’s work? Will they join 
in saying to all students who seek to enter 
the university: “‘Pay tuition fees if you 
have the cash, and if not, give your notes 
for tuition?. The university needs all the 
money she can get and every one who hes 
the benefit of her imstruction should at 
least do this much for her.” 

We shall see what we shall see, and I 
trust we shail see the best thing. If the 
magnanimous attitude of the chancellor is 
the policy adopted, a new.era in the educa- 
tional history of Georgia will begin. If 
not, no special pleading like that of my 
honored friend. Colonel Hammond, will 
avail to obscure the source and animus of 
the yg fey to church colleges in Geor- 
gia. last shred of doubt will be swept 
Away, and no party to the fight which must 
follow will be able to fight under cover, 
Colonel Hammond makes a small point in 
a funny little saying in which he com- 
pletely gives himself away. In 1881, in 
order to sustain the free tuition system 
(which has never done any good in Geor- 
fa and never can), a bill was passed giving 
t university trustees the right to bring 
to the treasury any past due bond of the 
state and have it refunded ina fifty-year 
bond bearing 7 per cent interesi. Under 

law the university has funded some 
$400,000 at 7 per cent for fifty years, though 
Georgia can easily borrow money at 3% 
per cent, and thus an indirect appropria- 
tion of about $14,000 a year is secured. Of 
all this, Colonel Hammond says: “Some 
talk of ng 7 per cent interest to the 
university is a great thing. Does it make a 
man poorer wher. he takes the money out 
of one pocket to put it in another?’

War Against Fruit Stands. 

Editor Constitution—The war that Mayor 
Collier, Alderman Rice and some other 
members of the city government are mak- 
ine against fruit stands in this city seems 
to me ‘to be a mistake, and entirely wrong. 
Our city has been built up mainly by trade 
and industry, and these interests must 
have encouragement and support from our 
city government in évery legitimate form 
if the city is expected to grow and pros- 
per. In this warfare the rental value of 
my property on the corner of Marietta and 
Peachtree streets has been diminished to 
the amount of six hundred dollars a year, 
and I suppose that the tearing up of other 
fruit stands has damaged, or its damaging 
the property where they were to considera- 
ble extent. 

Fruit stands in a city like ours‘are by no 
means .a nuisance or a damage to the pub- 
lic, but are rather an ornament and an at- 
traction to the public and a recormmenda- 
tion to citizens from all parts of the coun- 
try to trade with us. They also operate 
as an advertisement to the wholesale deai- 
ers in fruits and vegetables, which, by the 
way. comprise a large portion of the trade 
of Atlanta. If there is any class of our 
citizens generally who are displeased or 
damaged by fruit stands on the sidewalks, 
I have never heard of them.

As a result of this agreement, emigrants 
bound to western points who niay apply 
to the steamship offices on the other side 
will be given an order for a railroad ticket 
at regular prices.

In this way it !s thought that fully 90 per 
cent of the immigrant business will be 
done through the clearing house. The 
steamship companies will get a commission 
on all tickets sold in this way.

SYSTEMATIC WORK iS TO BE TAKEN UP 


Mayor Collier Presided and Assured 
the Veterans of the Full sup- 
port of the City. 


The Confederate Reunion Association was 
formed in Atlanta yesterday. 

In a prompt and decisive way the busi- 
ness men of Atlanta hage taken ho!d of the 
movement toentertain the thousands of 
old veterans which will come here rext 
summer, and the enthusiasm and interest 
of yesterday’s meeting proved that Ailarta 
is going to exert herself to a wonderful de- 
gree. 

There was not much sentiment of the war 
nature yesterday. It was a session called 
by General Evans for a business purpose 
and there was a business swing to the 
movements of the organization. 

This organization will be the machine by 
which ali affairs pertaining to the reunion 
will be turned. It will be the active agent 
through which the reunion will be man- 
aged. 

Officers have been elected and everything 
put in shape for a most thorough crgani- 
zation. 

This is the first definite step taken by the 
citizens of Atlanta looking to the reunion. 
Several weeks ago the confederate com- 
manders of the different camps in the state 
met here and disctesed the method of se- 
curing the presence of every confederate 
veteran in the state. : 

The action at the citizens’ meeting yes- 
terday proved the spirit of Atlanta. It 
means that the veterans will be taken care 
of and that the statements of those wno 
claimed that this city was not in sympathy 
with the confederate movement is totally 
untrue. 


Mayor Collier in the Chair. 


When General C. A. Evans called the 
session to order at noon Mayor C. A. Col- 
lier was placed in the chair as temporary 
presiding officer. A. C. Newell was made 
temporary secretary. 

Mayor Collier in an informal way stated 
that he had consulted with General Evans 
and they had determined that the citizens’ 
meeting should be held. He was not a 
veteran himself, having been too young to 
go in the army, but he was in full .uccord 
with the movement and he felt sure that 
the city would sustain the effort to make 
the occasion the most memorable in the 
history of the city. 

General Evans then outlined his idea of 
what should be done by Atlanta. He show- 
ed that the invitation given in Atlanta had 
received the full recognition of the city 
council and the official request of the city 
of Atlanta was the cause of the veter:uns 
deciding to come here. With this in view 
he knew that there would be:no holding 
back on the part of the city. Nashville 
had entertained the survivors in royal 
manner. Other cities had done the same. 
This was going to be the ninth reunion. It 
would be probably the only opportunity At- 
lanta would have to get the old soldiers. 
It was a great affair. 

General Evans mentioned that he had 
called the citizens’ meeting in order to eet 
the business men together. He was glad 
that so many substantial business men of 
Atlanta had responded to ¢he call. It was 
a matter which would require systematic 
work. The handling of such an immense 
crowd was no easy matter, but he was 
sure with the experience those who were 
there had had in the exposition they would 
go at the work in a decisive way. 

General Evans said that he realized such 
an important matter could not be precipi- 
tated upon the city council at once. He 
had called upon the mayor and together 
they had advised. He was sure the city 
would do its full share. 

As for the confederate veterans, they 
were not all paupers. It was true that 
many of them had suffered from the shock 
of the war, but many had accumulated 
fortunes and saved their money to spent at 
the reunion. 

General Evans then recited the experi- 
ence of the association in Nashville and 
gave a detailed description of the confeder- 
ate hotel, where nearly 2,000 veterans were 
fed every day. 


General Evans’s Resolution. 


He then read the following resolutions 
looking to organization: 

“Resolved 1, That a reunion association 
be at once tormed composed of Atlanta 
citizens and of any others who may here- 
after join from any part of the state, 
the object of which shall be to make due 
preparation to entertain the cunvention of 
United Confederate Veterans, which has 
accepted the invitation to meet in Atlanta 
in 1898. 

‘2. That the organization shall be officer- 
ed by a president, resident in Atlanta; one 
vice president for cach congressional d.s- 
trict; a secretary and treasurer. 

‘3. The president shall appoint an ex- 
ecutive committee of not exceeding thirty- 
three persons, which shall have charge of 
the general business of the association; and 
the chairman of the executive committee 
ehall appoint all the sub-committees which 
shall be necessary for the successful prose- 
cution of the work in detail. 

“4. The chairmen of all sub-committees 
shall be members of the executive com- 
mittee. 

“5. The executive committee shall have 
authority to alter and amend the above 
provisions at any meeting of such com- 
mittee.’’ 

Colonel W. A. Hemphill then moved the 
adoption of the resolution as offered by 
General Evans. This was done, and under 
motion from Colonel Hemphill, the meeting 
resolved itself into a regular organization 
with the following enrollment:

Officers Were Elected. 


Upon thetcall for the election of officers 
the names of several were suggested, but 
the discussion finally centered upon General 
Evans, who stated that he did not care 
to have the office, as he thought other 
duties would occupy his time, but, under 
pressure, he would take hold and do the 
best he could. 

Mayor Collier’s name was put forth in an 
emphatic wavy. but he persistently demurr- 
ed. Colonel W. A. Hemphill, who had also 
been nominated for president, seconded the 
suggest’on of General Evans’s name. Cap- 
tain Engtish was also called on, but de- 
clined. When General Evans had been 
made president, there was a unanimous 
call for Colonel W. A. Hemphill for vice 
president, and he was forthwith elected. 
General Evans gave Captain English notice 
that he would call upon him to be chair- 
man of the executive committee. :

ALDERMEN IN 


A SERIOUS TANGLE 


Board Finds Itself Unable To Pass the 


Lakewood Resolution. 


ONE*MEMBER RULES THREE 


Peculiar Rule Makes It Impossible for 
Three To Do Business. 


ABSENTEE MEMBERS CAUSE THE TROUBLE 


Judge Anderson Has Decided That It 
Requires Three Affirmatives To 
Pass a Question in Board. 


The aldermanic board has held up the ac- 
tion of ccuncil In adopting a resolution re- 
lieving the Lakewood Park Conpany of 
the payment of the $200 rental fee for the 
present yesr due the city for the use of 
the old waterworks grounds at Lakewood. 

And in taking this action the aldermanic 
beard got itself into a tangle in a parlia- 
mentary sense. It required the advice of 
the assistant city attorney and a city code 
to extricate the board from tthe situation, 
and then it was not clear that the board 
had followed strict parliamentary law. 


The trouble resulted from the absence of 
two aldermen, Messrs. Hirsch and Tolbert, 
from the meetirg. Mr. Hirsch is out of the 
city and Mr. Tolbert is at home sick. This 
left only three aldermen present, except 
the mayor and mayor pro tem., Alderman 
Dimmock, Aldermen Rice, Woodward and 
Mitchell. The mayor pro tem. has no vote 
except in case of a tie, and when the board 
voted on the Lakewood matter, two votes 
were cast to concur in the action of council 
and)one against, Aldermen Rice and Wood- 
ward for and Alderman Mitchel] against. 

Mr. Mitchell made the point that less 
than a majority of a quorum of the board 
had voted for the resolution, and for that 
reason the question was lost. He said, un- 
der a ruling of the city attorney, Judge 
Anderson, it had been settled that it re- 
quires three votes to carry a proposition 
before the board, that number be.ng a 
majority of a quorum—four members— 
according to Judge Anderson. This point 
was sustained by Alderman Dimmock in 
the chair, and the board found that while 
three of the four members present desired 
to concur in the action of the council, it 
was in the power of one member to defeat 
their will. 

This brought about a lively debate, and 
the opinion of the assistant city, attorney, 
Judge Pendleton, was asked to throw ligint 
on the question. He said, as Judge An- 
derson had ruled on the point after inves- 
tigation, he would prefer to not make a 
ruling until he had an opportunity to look 
up the law. 


Alderman Woodward Displeased. 


Alderman Woodward was displeased with 
the status of affairs, and he said the law 
should be changed if it permitted sucn a 
condition of affuirs to exist. He touvk the 
position that three members besides the 
mayor pro tem. could do business, and he 
argued that it is a pad state vf uffairs if 
the board Can be stupped in its work by one 
member because Of the apsence of twu 
aidermen. ; 

Atter discussion, the board finally adopted 
a motion to reconsider the adverse vote,and 
the paper was recemmiitted to the council 
with a recommendation tnat it be given 
further consideration. ris leaves tne 
question undec:ded, but it is practically 
certain that it will eventually be concurred 
in by the aldermanic board unless there is 
a change in the opinion of the majority vf 
members. 

Alderman Mitchell announced that he will 
fight the scl.eme to the last. He says it is 
& proposition to give the Lakewood com- 
pany $200, and he is opposed to it. - Mr. 
Mitchell’s name is signed to the report of 
the public buildings and grounds committee 
Which recommended the adoption of the 
resolution. He says his name was signed 
to the report because he told Chairman 
Adamson, of the committee, that he would 
sign anythirg agreed to by the chairman 
at a meeting which the alderman could 
not attend. Mr. Mitchel] said when he 
signed the paper he was opposed to it, and 
only signed the favorable report because 
he told Mr. Adamson he would do so. 

It seems that the finance and public bu'ld- 
ings committee decided that the Lakewood 
company should be relieved of the payment 
of the $200 rent for the use of the grounds, 
prcevided the company will pay the premium 
on $4,000 insurance on t.te city’s buildings 
and property and provide police protection 
for the grounds. This’ settlement was 
agreed to by the finance and public build- 
ings committees, and fit was unaaimously 
approved by the council last Monday. Al- 
derman ‘M'tchell’s opposition was in the 
nature of a surpr'se. 

Alderman Woodward wants the alder- 
manic board put on a basis where it can do 
business even though two members tre 
absent. He thinks the mayor pro tem. 
ought to have a vote on all questions.

Bill Brought Against the Bailey Liquer 


‘Company Argued in Court. 


SPICY CHARGES ARE MADE 


Creijitors Say the Mortgages Were Ex- 
ecuted Without Value Received. 


SAY FINANCIAL STATEMENT WAS~FALSE 


Goods Bought While Failure Was Con- 
templated Is One of the Allega- 
tions of the Petition. 


Argument was begun yesterday’ in 
the case of Friedman, Keiler & 
Co. against the Bailey Liquor Com- 
pany, in which a receiver and 
injunction was asked by creditors who 
were unsecured. The store is now closed 
under a mortgage, and the hearing ts to 
determine several questions which grew 
out of the filing of the original bill, which 
Was carried into court by Attorneys Wal- 
ter R. Brown and Andrews & Davies. 

The case was not begun yesterday until 
a good deal of argument had been made 
for a postponement. Mr. Brown thought 
a postponement Was necessary, as severa) 
witnesses were not present. Colonel W. T. 
Moyers, representing unsecured creditors, 
took a similar position. So @id Colonel Dan 
Rountree, Messrs. Glenn, Slaton and Phil- 
lips were under the impression that the 
case would not be argued, and they had ex- 
cused a witress. Messrs. Palmer and Read, 
representing a mortgage creditor, wanted 
the cas@ to proceed. So did Judge W. R. 
Hammond. After considerable cross-firing 
Judge Lumpkin instructed the attorneys to 
proceed, and he also instructed Messrs. J. 
T. Bailey, Mrs. E. E. Bailey, Walter Lang- 
ston, the bookkeeper for the Bailey Liquor 
Company, and Messrs. Bluthenthal % Bick- 
art to appear before him this afternoon 
to answer questions which will be asked 
relative to the allegations made in the 
court papers. 

The original petition was read yesterday 
by Judge Hammond. It charges that the 
Bailey Liquor Company, composed of Mrs. 
E. E. Bailey, had purchased a large amount 
of goods ffom dealers. At the time, it is 
charged, the purchase was made the com- 
pany did not intend to pay for the goods, 
and a failure was being contemplated. 

It is alleged that the Bailey Liquor Com- 


pany owed Friedman, Keiler & Co. the sum ;

that it had no intention of making pay- 
ment for them.

bBiekart at prices which must have excited 
suspicion at the time, and that the buyers 
must have known from the circumstances 
under which the goods were bought that 
the sale was being made to hitder, delay 
and defraud creditoB. It is asked that 
Biuthenthal & Biekart be ordered to de- 
liver these goods to the court and that 
a receiver be appointed. 

The mortgages given by the Bailey 
Liquor Company are attacked, and they 
are said to nave been given without con- 
sideration. It is charged that the mortgage 
which was given Mrs. A. E. Coilins, cover- 
ing the property on Couftiand street, was 
entirely without consideration. 

The petition claims that a statement upon 
which the goods were bought was made 
by the Bailey Liquor Company, showing 
that it held unencumbered rea! estate to 
the amount of $13,000, when the tax digests 
show that only $4,530 of real estate was 
returned by the company. 

An intervention fied by Messrs. Garrett 
& Neufville declares that a statement Was 
made the mercantile agencies by the Bailey 
Liquor Co any showing it was worth be- 
tween $10, nd $12,000 above all liabilities; 
that its stock was worth $10,000 and its lia- 
bilities were only $7,300, while it held good 
aceounts amounting to between $20,000 and 
$30,000. The intervention charges that the 
company was insolvent at the time this 
statement was made,”and the statement 
was made for the express purpose of de- 
frauding its creditors. 

In the answer filed by Messrs. Glenn, 
Slaton and Phillips all the allegations are 
denied, and it is claimed that the mortgages 
were bone fide, and that all of the trans- 
actions of the company were made by it in 
good faith.

PONDER’S MURDERER 


Police Authorities Have Not Abandoned 
the Investigation. 


BELIEVE JUSTICE WILL COME 


To Avenge Death of a Brave Officer 
Foully Assassinated. 


ARE NO WEW GLEWS TO WORK UPON 


Will Begin All Over Again—The Aj- 
legei Looting of Steinau’s Store 
Will Not Be Prosecuted. 


“So long as I live,”’ said Captain Slaugh- 
ter, of the city detective bureau, yesterday 
afternoon, “I will continue to search for 
the murderer of Policeman Ponder. We are 
not done with the investigation by any 
means. It has just begun, so far as I am 
concerned, and it will never end as long as 
there is breath tin my body. We may or 
may not have arrested the guilty persong; 
but however that may be, I will continue 
to seek for clews, and I believe as I live 
that the murderer will sooner or later 
come to justice.’’ 

Captain Slaughter was in the office of 
the chief-of police when he was speaking 
to a reporter of The Constitution, and he 
and Chief Manly had just held a long and 
confidential talk about the Ponder murder. 
They had gone all over the case as it 
stands today, and they came to the con- 
clusion that they owed it to the memory 
of the officer who was ao foully assassinated 
and to the living members of the force to 
continue to use every effort to bring the 
murderer to justice. 

There are no new clews. The detectives 
must take up the old clews and work at 
them again in a different way. They will 
begin all over again, as if there had been 
no arrests and no trials. O’Quinn has been 
tried and found not guilty. No matter 
what there may be in the future, he can 
never be arrested or tried again. The law 
has vindicated him, and vindicated him for 
all time to come. 

It is not probable that the city officials 
will take any part in prosecutions if there 
be any for the removal of the goods from 
Steinau’s store. The permanent receiver 
will have to be the movant if any steps 
are taken to investigate the matter. In 
investigating the murder of the policeman 
the city detectives secured much evidence 
which can be used in a prosecution for 
looting the Steinau store, but they will not 
bring it forward unless asked to do so by 
the receiver and the creditors. 

It is the opinion of the detectives who 
have been at work on the case that there 
will be nothing done in the alleged stealing, 
as it will develop into a matter of figures 
between debtor and creditors, and this may 
be satisfactorily arranged on a dollar-and- 
cents basis. 

It is certain that Steinau and Simon will 
never be called upon to answer to the 
criminal indictment on the charge of hav- 
ing been implicated in the killing of Ponder. 
The vindication of O’Quinn by a jury was 
also a vindication of Steinan and Simen. 

It may be that some of the facts ‘n the 
murder of Ponder will come to light, but 
the probability is that the case will take its 
place among the unsolved murder myster- 
ies of Atlanta. There will be, however, the 
eyes of nearly two hiindred men, connected 
with the police dopartment, ever on the 
lookout to avenge the death of one of their 
companions, and this fact may bring the 
murderer to justice some day. .

Cigarette Dealers Will Appear Before 
Judge Candler This Morning. 


THEY WILL ALL ENTER PLEAS 


Court Adjourned Yesterday, but Their 
Cases Come Up Today. 


FINES IMPOSED WILL NOT BE HEAVY 


Judge Candler Says the Anti-Cigar- 
ette Law Must Be Enforced and 
Violators Must Beware. 


- The cigarette dealers who have been in- 
dicted by the Fulton grand jury will enter 
‘a plea of guilty in the e#fninal court be- 
fore Judge Candler this anorning at 9 
o'clock. 

Yesterday afternoon Judge Candler an- 
nounced that he weuld adjourn court for 
the week as soon as the case which was 
then on trial could be finished. 

“What about the indictments against the 
cigarette sellers?’ asked Solicitor Hill. “I 
have set those cases for tomorrow morning 
at 9 o'clock. and I have been informed 
that a plea of guilty would be entered by 


‘ the defendants.’’ 


“T will come down in the morning, then, 

‘at that hour,.”’ said Judge Candler, ‘‘and 
if there is to be a plea in each case, then 
it-will not be necessary for me to have 
a jury. I will discharge the jurors and will 
adjourn court, but will be here myself, 
and that will be all that is necessary.” 
' This was agreeable to all parties, and at 
9 o’clock this morning about a dozen deal- 
ers will appear in court and enter pleas of 
guilty to the charge of Selling cigarettes 
to minors. 

The law provides that no dealer in two- 
bacco or any other person can sell ciga- 
rettes to persons who are under the age of 
twenty-one. The anti-cigarette law is even 
more strict than the law against selling 
whisky to minors, for it is possible for 
whisky to be so!d to minors provided the 
minor has a written authority from his 
parent or guardian giving permission. The 
jaw against the sale of cigarettes, however, 
provides that no parent or guardian can 
furnish this authority. The law goes fur- 
ther than making it a violation to sell ciga- 
rettes. It distinctly says that no person 
shall sell, give or in any way furnish any 


minor with cigarette paper or any material 


that is used in the making of a cigarette 
or its substitutes. 

The penalty for such violations ranges 
from $1 to $1,000, the fine being entirely 
in the discretion of the court. The fine 
to be imposed this morning will certainly 
not be the limit, and it is thought that it 
will be only a small fine, as Judge Candler 
believes that the sale of cigarettes to min- 
ors has practically been broken up, and 
that the lesson he desired taught has been 
well received by the dealers.

The Noted Murderer Has Turned 
Preacher Now. 


HE BELIEVES HE HAS RELIGION 


He Is Visited by a Number of Atlan- 
tians and He Talks of His 
Crime. 


Flanagan, the noted murderer, received 
some visitors from Atlanta yesterday and 
he talked to them of his case more freely 
than for some time previous. 

A number of salesmen from the city and 
Dr. Stevenson, the well-known Christian 
worker, have oftén been to his cell and 
talked to him. Their numerous visits have 
gained his confidence and he talks to them 
more freely than to anyone else. 

He often talks about his spiritual condi- 
tion and has recently become an evangelist 
for the cause of Christ. He said yesterday 
that he was sorry he committed the mur- 
der and killed the women and that he was 
willing to die for it. 

He strongly objects to dying on the gal- 
lows or on the limb of some tree at the 
hands of a mob. He said he would die like 
a good murderer ought to and was willing 
to go +0 the gallows under the law and 
with the aid of the sheriff, but did not 
want to be lynched. 

This is probabsy the first time Flanagan 
has said that he was willing to die for his 
crime. He talked rationally and seemed to 
be in the full possession of his senses: He 
talked of God, and read a short sermon to 
his hearers that was fluent, and although 
at times slightly ungrammatical, was com- 
posed of good thought. 

Flanagan said he would like to get out of 
jail and talk to the world of religion and 
God, but he knew that was impossible and 
would preach to those who came to see 
him. He seems to be enjoying g health 
and his recent wounds have fully recover- 
ed. His case is now pending in the su- 
preme court and willgbe heard on the 18th 
of January.

Last winter the bill passed the house by 
a vote of two to one and it would have 
passed the senate by a good majority had 
it come to a vote. The scalpers were 
favored by the rush of business at the end 
ef the session and the friends of the anti- 
scalping bill conrented ‘to let it stand aside 
so that the appropriations bill cOuld have 
the floor. 

Some of the ticket brokers gave up the 
fight last winter, announcing that they 
were going home and prepare to close u» 
their business, as they believed that th».r 
days were numbered. 


not get through and the brokers continued 
in their occupations. 

Whether they have been able to make 
any converts during the interval is un- 
known, but it would seem that their pros- 
pects of defeating the bill in the house are 
poor, the opposition to them having been 
so strong last session. A great many of 
the old members are back, of course. The 
senators cannot be counted on to go to the 
help of the scalpers to any great extent. 
Senator Cullom has stated that he intends 
to bring the bill up early and try to get it 
shoved along. 

The railroads did not organize at all last 
winter to get this bill through, but some 
of the passenger officials devoted their 
time and talent to getting the measure 
passed. Among these were Messrs. George 
H. Daniels, general passenger agent of the 
New York Central, and 8S. F. B. Morse, 
general passenger agent of the Southern 
Pacific. Mr. Morse’s road had been a vic- 
tim of forgeries and he staid with the bill 
so long as there was a chance to get it 


passed. During the summer and fall Mr. 
Daniels has kept up the fight with litera- 
ture aimed at the brokers. 

The New York legislature passed an anti- 
scalping bill last spring. It’ was to go into 
effect this fall, but so far as learned down 
this way the brokers are still doing busi- 
ness in their old way in New York. The 
the scalpers have received 
was the decision delivered by Judge Clarke, 
of Tennessee, who restrained them from 
handling signed tickets for the Nashville 
exposition. This decision and the hot war 
waged on them in Nashville, drove the 
weaker ones out of the city.. 

if congress passes the Cullom bill the 
scalping business will be killed all over the 
country. One of the strongest things 
against the brokers is the recommendation 
repeatedly made by the interstate com- 
merce commission for the passage of such 
a measure. If the bill does become a law 
all railroads will be ,.requifed to redeem 
unused portions of tickets. 


Limiting Free Passes. 

The pass committee of.the Joint Traffic 
Association recommended this week that 
applications for trip passes should be in- 
dorsed by one of seven officials. The com- 
mittee reported that the only way to stop 
pass abuses was to absolutely cut off all 
passes. The following resolution was 
adopted:

MEET AT THE BAR 


Postoffice Fight Now On in the United 
States Court. 


BATTLE WILL BE WARM ONE 


Attorneys Make Able Arguments Be- 
fore Judges Newman and Pardce.

T4E BECISION MAY BE MABE TODAY 


Strong Point Raised as t» Jurisdiction 
of Court—Contentions o- Botu 
Sides of the Case.

The fight for the assistant postmaster- 
ship of Atlanta has begun in earnest, The 
first hearine took place before Judges Par- 
dee and Newman in the United States court 
yesterday afternoon. The court battle 1s 
one of the liveliest fought in Atlanta in 
some time. The argument has not as yet 
been concluded, and the hearing was con- 
tinued over until this morning. A de- 
cision is expected some time today. 

When *®é cas€ was called the courtroom 
was well filled with politicians, leading 

citizens and postmasters from other cities, 

who are interested in the decision ow.ng 
to the important precedent to be establish- 
,ed thereby. Hamilton ~Douglass, for the 
' plaintiff. and Colonel E. A. Angier, for the 
defendant, submitted their main points of 
argument and from a neutral. standpoint 
honors are about evenly divided. The case 
will hinge entirely on the civil service and 
the statutes governing the sqgme. 

Mr. Douglass claims 
tected by the civil ; 
therefore be dismissed. Angier ac- 

, knowledges Major Couper is under the 
‘classified civil service, but denies that he 
‘has a right to hold his position thereby. 
Rules. statutes and decisions innumerable 
‘were quoted by both sides, but the most 
‘serious problem that has confronted the 
prosecution in the present emergency is to 
prove that the case comes under the juris- 
diction of the United States court. Mr. 
Douglass claims it dies; Colonel Angier 
claims it does not. The judges will have 
to decide this point today. 

Court Calls for Evidence. 

The hearing yesterday was in one sense 
preliminary. Judge Pardee ordered the 
plaintiff to show cause why an injunction 
should be granted against Major Smyth 
firing Major Couper. Mr. Douglass stated 

he had not expected to go quite so fully in 

the case at that hearing, thinking possibly 
the defendant's demurrer might be con- 
sidered first. Judge Pardee insisted that 
he make a showing and Mr. Douglass read 
the bill of injunction filed the 15th instant, 
@ synopsis of which was published in The 
Constitution the 16th. 

Mr. Douglass also had several affidavits 
which he tendered as evidence. One was 
from Dr. Fox, ex-postmaster, in which the 
good character and efficiency of Major 
Couper were strongly upheld. Another 
was the answer of Major Couper to the de- 
fendant’s answer filed in court Wednesday 
afternoon. Another wasafrom Dr. Joseph 
Jacobs, who states he was present at a 
conference Wednesday night in which 
Jackson McHenry, the colored local politi- 
cian, stated Couper was being fired simply 
because he was a democrat. Judge Pardee 
tuled this would not be admissible. Major 
Couper was prompted purely by political 
reasons—a fact denied by the defendant— 
but thatthe: had been handicapped in secur-. 
ing his affidavits by the refusal of republi- 
cans to talk. He stated therefore that he 
would rather have the main features of the 
case postponed in order that he ngzht se- 
eure the authority to secure verbal depo- 
sitions. The judges, however, did not grant 
any postponement. Mr. Douglass was or- 
dered to procee@ with his argument. 


Jurisdiction of the Court. 

Mr. Dougiass first took up the jurisdict on 
of courts, claiming the United States court 
had perfect authority to hear the case. He 
quoted the twelfth federal reporter, which 
states the United States court has jurisdic- 
tion in such cases. He also referred to the 
recent decision of Judge Jackson, of West 
Virginia, rendered in a similar case only a 
few days ago, who declares that if the 
United States court has no jurisdiction, 
then the plaintiff has no remedy what- 
Soever. Judge Pardee wanted to know 
why the civil service commission did not 
have jurisdiction, but Mr. Dougiass insist- 
ed that the United States court was the 
only resource, basing his argument on 
Foster and the postal laws of the United 
States. Judge Pardee acknowledged the 
court had jurisdiction in constitutional 
questions where $2,000 or more is involved, 
but cited the fact no such sum was named 
in complainant's bill. Judge Pardee then 
requested a statute giving the court juris- 
diction and Mr. Dougiass stated he was 
not able to cite one. ? 

One of the paramovnt arguments of the 
Aefense is that Blodgett took charge of 
the office at 2°30 o’clock p. m. en the 15th, 
after Major Couper had been dismissed, 
ond that as the bill was not scrved on 
defendant until 6 o'clock, it was impossi- 
ble to secure a restraining order or in- 
junction on what had already been done. 
Mr. Douglass denied this allegation in toto. 
He wifered an affidavit from Dr. Fox stat- 
img that Major Smyth did not take charge 
of the office until 7 o’clock that night; 
that the office property was not turned 
Over until then; that the letter of dismissal 
from Major Smyth to Major Couper stated: 
“Your services will not be needed after 
th's date.’ Mr. Douglass argued this did 
not mean 2:30 o’clock in the afternoon, 

Mr. Douglass further cited several civil 
service rules, which classified Major Couper 
under the civil service, and which .stated 
no employee of said service shall be dis- 
charged for political or religious reasons, 
or without specific charges being filed 
against him. Mr. Douglass argued Major 
Couper’s record in office had been un- 
questionably good; that there were no 
charges against him—Major Smyth merely 
stating Major Couper was to be dismissed 
“for théBest interests of the service,” and 
that therefore he had a right to hold his 
position. 


Colonel Angier for the Defense. 
Colonel Angier, for the defense, intro- 
duced an affidavit from Ed Blodgett claim- 
ing he was assistant postmaster at 2:30

' tion the work of the holy spirit 


Couper had beén dismissed at that time. 

Colonel Angier laid much strese on his 
claim that plaintiff had gone to the wrong 
gource for relief; that the United States 
court had no jurisdiction in the matter, 
but that the civil service commission, for 
which congress has prepared a special law 
bearing on this question, was the only 
means of relief. He quoted the civil service 
rule exempting assistant postmasters from 
examination, and cited a decision in the 
famous Breckinridge-Poliard case in 1893, 
to the effect that the remova) of employees 
was entirely within the discretion of heads 
of departments. He also quoted Justice 
Cox, who has ruled the courts have no 
jurisdiction, the power of appointment be- 
ing incf%ent to the power of dismissal. 

“The very essence and fundamental prin- 
ciple of civil service reform,”’ said Colonel 
Angier, “is a competitive examination. It 
is conceded that Major Couper has never 
been examined. He has never obtained any 
rating of his merit or efficiency. If he got 
his job outside of civil service tests and 
was not on the list of eligibles then that 
negatives the underlying basis and. pur- 
poses of civil service reform. He gets a 
position outside of, and independent of the 
civil service, and then lustily yells ‘civil 
service’ to homestead on an office that 
never came to him through that -channel. 
This arbitrary method of selection be- 
comes rank favoritism. When Andrew 
Jackson said ‘To the victor belongs the 
spoils,’ he established a higher code of 
political morals than in the favoritism 
which dispenses with competitive examina- 
tions and the merit plan. 

Justice Bradley Quoted. 

“In the case of Pulaski vs. Charles Ly- 
man, et al, Mr. Justice Bradley, in dis- 
cussing. the civil service act and rules 
says: ‘Congress has left in the heads of 
departments all the discretionary power 
that was vested in them prior to the 
passage of the civil service law, and the 
promulgation of rules relative to removals, 
the only itimitation being no head of any 
Gepartment shall dismiss a subordinate for 
refusal to comtribute to political assess- 
ments. Justice Cox, of the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia, has ruled that 
the enforcement of the civil service rules 
is a matter between the president and his 
cabinet, and not for the courts or one in 
which the complainant has any legal in- 
terest. 

“In our answer to the bill we acknowl- 
edge that to remove Major Couper would 
be contrary to rule 2, but nowhere do we 
say the rule is lawful, but claim said 
removal is entirely within the discretion of 
Major Smyth, who is not obliged to give 
cause for said removal. There is nothing 
in the act that prohibits removal on ac- 
count of political or religious reasons, and 
if this is not incorporated in the law, it 
cannot be added by the commission. The 
complainant has a perfect remedy at law 
by an appeal to the civil service commis- 
sion, which is expressly empowered to in- 
vestigate such a dispute, stop the salary of 
the intruder and reinstate the old incum- 
bent if they deem such advisable.”’ 

After Colonel Angier had finished, Judge 
Pardee adjourned court until this morning, 
when more opinions will be submitted and 
the argument continued.

Even the small 
changes in prices which occurred tocay, 
and which were nearly al! gains, were 1c 
to the manipulative operations with whith 
the room traders amused themselves. As 
these operaticrs involve the matching of 
the buying orders with -a correspuniing 
selling order for the purpose of attracting 
outside buying or seliing the net result, 
in the absence of the outside operations, 
is very close to nothing. Sugar dispiayed 
fome speculative strength vii account of 
buying attributed to Washington account, 
apd Consolidated Gas flashed up and down 
in its customary meteoric state,° jumping 
at one time 6 puints and reacting lig. The 
coalers were weak on rumors that there 
were obstacles in the way of the proposed 
agreement to restrict the output. Although 
Speculative oOuying was restricted there 
ccentinued to be evident some good buy- 
ing of ‘the very high grade bonds whose

It is quite possible that this class 
of selling for foreign account has much 
to do with keeping up the rate of ex- 
change in face of conditions that would 
tend to weaken it, and in spite of the 
tendency toward ease in the rate of money 
im London. The trade balance in our fa-

weeks as it was today. Foreign capital 
Is known to have quite a large interest in 
the Union Pacific reorganization syndicate.

The operation of 
borrowing money has apparently ceased. 
Tne continued maintenance of the rate of 
exchange above the gold import point un- 
der these circumstare<s is not enusy to un- 
derstand, but sales for foreign account of 
high grade investment bonds would aid 
in explaining it. A report from Chicago 
that there is talk there if a reduction ina 
interest rates on bank balances to 1% per 
‘cent, shows that the abundance of money 
extends to the interior. The imminence of 
toe first payment of nearly $13,000,000 
by the Union Pacific committee to the 
government has made no impression what- 
ever on the local mcney market. The day's 
returns of railroad earnings all continued 
markedly favorable—notably in the case 
of southwestern and for western railroads 
and of the coal roads. Reports from the 
west indicate that the largest earnings 
are due in no small part to the westbound 
movement of merchandise, showing the ac- 
tivity of general business.

New York, November 18.—At the interior 
towns the movement is simply beyond prep- 
cedent,-and while the market bas shown 
wonderful steadiness, local traders have 
suffered from the recent reactions and will 
not sell. Short investment buying on a 
scale down continues, but speculative buy- 
ing outside of shorts covering is not yet 
apparent on the advance. Each day the 
southern buyers or exporters supply tie 
contracts wanted by the investment buy- 
ing. This supply shows no indication of 
ceasing despite the large purchases made 
daily for continental account. Trade pros- 
pects on the continent are reported as im- 
proving, while Manchester has a prospect 
of an active business on account of good 
food crops in India.
